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KINDERGARTEN SCHOOLS. 


With the filing of two petitions containing more than a sufficient 
number of names under the law of mothers of children of kinder- 
garten age by members of the Richmond Woman’s Club yesterday 
with the Board of Education, one of the most excellent movements 

- started in Richmond in years was begun. It is that of getting two 
kindergarten departments, one for the Peres school and another for 
the Lincoln school. 

The law on the subject is plain. Some objection is expected to 
the movement on the ground that the schools named are crowded 

- now, but it would seem that arrangements could be made to add kin- 
dergarten departments. 

This is such an important thing, that of starting early with the 
children to lay a good foundation for their future schooling, that 
it ought not to be neglected. 

It is far better to begin early with the children at some cost of 
time and trouble and advance them than it is to let them start to 
study later in life and remain longer in the higher grades because 
their elementary education was neglected. 

Dr. P. P. Claxton, U. S. commissioner of education, says: 

“*T consider the kindergarten of great Value to any public school 
system. Probably no school work ever done for children has quite 
so much ‘permanent value in forming their characters as the work of 
a good kindergarten.’’ 

‘‘T would as soon think of dropping out the high school fromthe 
scheme of education as the kindergarten,’’ maya the superintendent of 
the Stamford, Conn., schools. ane

The women who are back of this move are to be commended and 
helped in every conceivable way to put the project through. 


THE PARK REFERENDUM. 


A referendum petition on the Point Richmond park site was filed 
with the city clerk yesterday. A detefmined effort is being made 
to beat the proposition on the ground that its location isso far from 
the civie: center as to make it undesirable. Second, that the price is 
too high for the land. Third, it is asserted, the site is not as big as it 
is claimed. - 

Those promoting the site allege only the Point people are inter- 
ested, basing their assertion on the fact that the Point Richmond 
residents make the first payment on the site if it is condemned. 

The Daily News does not at this time undertake to say what 
the good and bad points of the site are. 

However, this paper believes if the people want to vote on the 
proposition they should be allowed to do so, since it is the people 
who use the park and they are the ones who pay the bill. ?

ment of the city of Harrisburg, Pa. 
That city uses water pumped from 
the Susquehanna river and filtered. 
The consumption fs about 8,000,000 
gallons per day. 

Not only ts the quality of the fil- 
tered water of the best, but the sys- 
tem has been an entire success finan- 
cially. 

Last year water was furnished to 
consumers in Harrisburg at an aver- 
age rate of about 84 cents per 1000 
gallons, 
paid in this city by small users. 

Besides this, water was furnished 
free by the department to all county 
offices and to the courthouse grounds, 
to all city fire hydrants, all parks 
and city offices and to all cemeteries. 
Water was given free to all hospitals, 
orphanages and charitable  institu- 
tions and to 67 churches. The water 
department estimates the value of 
the free services rendered as worth 
$45,586.41 for the year. 

In spite of the low rate charged 
for water and of the enormous 
amount donated for public service, 
the department not only paid all op- 
erating and ordinary expenses and 
interest on half a million in bonds, 
but showed a surplus for the year of 
$93,500, to be applied to the sinking 
fund. 

In a little over 20 years the water 
department of Harrisburg, after 
meeting all expenses and interest 
charges, has paid off a million dol- 
lars of its bonded debt. 

It is true that their original bonded 
debt was about half of what ours will 
be, buti t is als6 true that their 
present water rates are less than half 
what the directors of the Richmond 
water proposes to set at the start. 
The rate proposed for Richmond are 
20 cents per thousand average for the 
first year. 

The actual costs found at Harris- 
burg bear out the conservatism of 
the Richmond directors’ estimates. 
There the cost of filtration was found 
to be $6.83 for each million gallons 
filtered, while we use $10 per mil- 
Yion. At Harrisburg the cost of 
pumping was found to be 2.1¢c per 
million gallons per foot lift, while 
for our estimates weu se 5c as con- 
servative. 

We believe the experience of other 
cities such as Harrisburg, and their 
unqualified financial success should 
go far toward establishing in the 
ininds of Richmond voters confidence 
to take the plunge into municipal 
ownership of water.

STRIKERS SEEKING 
‘HARD ARD LUCK STORY 


Tell Stories of Lives, 


There are 52 questions in all, and 
upon the back of the circular is a 
space where each man fs asked to tell 
the story of his life since the strixe 
and the vicissitudes through which he 
has passed. 

It will show how many homes have 
been broken up, how many families 
separated, how many men made 
tramps, how many have been forced 
to seek charity, lack of nourishment 
and absence of medicine, the number 
of deaths due to reduced standards of 
living, and the number of suicides. 

Other investigators will gather evi- 
dence tending to show instances 
where the roads, on acount of labor 
difficulties, were ufable to repair 
their rellmg stock and equipment 
with the result that shippers, farmers 
and coal mine operators suffered 
great losses because they could not 
get cars. : 

Relations between the roads and 
their employees were broken Septem- 
ber 30, 1911. The roads maintain 
that the men went on strike, while 
the unions claim the men were locked 
out because they amalgamated nine 
crafts under one federation. 


ARE WELL 
LABOR 


oT worked from 7 o’clock jn pe 
morning until ‘1:30 o'clock in the af 
ternoon at the California cannery, 


18th and Minnesota streets,” said 
& woman who came to the new office 
Friday morning, ‘‘and I earned only 
sixteen cents. Bight cents of that 
had to be paid for a knife—a wooden 
and tin affair worth not more than a 
nickle.”’ 

This woman is no novice at work in 
canneries. She is now about 42. She 
worked in canneries as a girl, and 
during the past four years has work- 
ed in four different canneries. But 
at the California cannery she earhed 
only 16 cents in six and one-half 
hours. 

“Attempts have been made to or- 
ganize the cannery workers but be- 
cause the work lavts only a few 
months, the women won't stick to- 
gether and the attempts have been 
failures,” said Paul Scharrenbersg, 
secretary of the State Federation of 
Labot, and’ a member of the state 
commission on immigration and hous- 
ing, when told of the statements of 
employes of the California Canneries 
Company that at the rate paid them 
for cutting and pitting only the ex- 
pert workers can make as much as 
80 cents a day and the average wage 
is less than 60 cents. 

“Every year the same protest 
against the wages paid the cannery 
workers is raised, but nothing has 
come of it yet,” said Scharrenberg.

HORRORS OF CANNERIES
